•WAITING FOR SENATE. 

Signing of Canal Treaty nt Washington 
Quickly Settled. 

Washington, D. C, Nov. IS.— Nothing 
more remains to be done as far as tho 
Hay-Pauneefoto treaty is "concerned be- 
fore tho United States Senate meets or 
indeed until tho treaty shall have been 
ratified, rejected or amended. If it 
should ibe ratified, the State department 
will proceed immediately to negotiate 
tho treaties with Costa Rica and Nic- 
aragua which have already been arrang- 
ed in protocols pending before the Senate 
and which will permit tho canal to bo 
constructed and prescribe the terms upon 
which the consent of Nicaragua and 
Costa Rica is given. 

It was in anticipation of this action, it 
is presumed that the Nicaragua^ gov- 
ernment only recently denounced the 
treaty of trade and commerce with the 
United States. This treaty contained 
directions conveying rights as to canal 
construction which are to be replaced by 
more modern provisions. 

There was no particular ceremony con- 
nected with the signature today of tho 
important convention. -Lord Pnuucefote 
had heen Indisposed for several days 
past, and it was not expected that the 
treaty could be signed before the end 
of, the current week- However, to tho 
surprise of the State department offi- 
cials, the ambassador appeared at the 
department about noon, and the work 
of signing the treaty was soon disposed. 
The scene was the historic diplomatic 
Chamber of Stnto department, and be- 
sides the principal;?, Secretary Hay anil 
Lord Pauncefote, there were present Mr. 
Sidney Smith chief of the Diplomatic 
bureau of the State department; Mr. 
Percy Windham, the second secretary of 
the British emhassy, and Wan. Gwynn. 
and Edward Savoy, the secretary of 
state's private messengers, whose duty 
it was to attend to the placing of tho 
seals. 



GERMAN NAVY. 

Emperor William Seems Pleased With 
tho Progress Made. 

Berlin, Nov. 18.— Emperor William to- 
day participated in the debate of the 
society of Naval Engineers on tho sub- 
ject of placing heavy guns on little ships 
and its effect upon their desigus and con- 
struction. His Majesty referred 'to the 
iulluence of military requirements upon 
the development of ship construction 
and artillery, and pointed out how the 
aim of Germany had always been to al- 
low tho opinion of the officers who had 
to navigate ships to havo as cuch 
weight and intliieuce as the shipbuilder 
and the constructor. 

The Emperor illustrating his conten- 
tion that tactical requirements influenced 
the construction of ships of war, said 
tho lines of the galleys were superior 
in this respect to later battleships. He 
instanced the battle of Lepanto as the 
greatest wherein galleys had ibecn en- 
gaged, and said Don Juan of Austria 
hud brought his galleys into action in 
half nifl^U formation, and had destroyed 
the enemy's flo °t P7 tU " superiority of 
their bow fire. ... 

Germany was the first nation able ti? 
place a captain still on the active list 
at the bead of tho construction bureau. 
He believed that the types of vessels 
now being launched in German yards 
also represented the very 'best needed for 
the purposes of the country or that could 
he demanded from tho splendid construc- 
tors and magnificent yards of Germany. 

The mooting was held in the technical 
school at Charlotteubnrg. Admiral 
Tiritepez, secretary of the admiral!"}' 
was present.

M. Ribot then resumed his reply to 
M. Hubbard's report, but the Socialists 
recommenced their noisy opposition, to 
which the Centrists responded equally 
loud, until tho uproar became so deafen- 
ing and continuous, that M. Deschanet, 
after vainly clanging his bell nnd calling 
for order, left tho chair, and the session 
was suspended. Subsequently the ses- 
sion was resumed, and M. Ribot conclud- 
ed his speech. The chamber then ad- 
journed.

■HAY-PAUNCE EOTE TREATY. 

New Instrument Signed anil Now Ready 
For United States Senate. 

Washington. Nov. IS. — The new 
Fanncefote treaty was signed today at 
12:05 bv Secretary Hay. for the United 
States, and by Lord PauucefOte, tin 
British ambassador, for Great Britain. 

This treaty is intended to replace the 
first Hay-Painicefoto treaty. That con 
vention was amended so extensively by 
the United States senate at its last se 
sion that the British government de- 
clined to ratify it. Within a few week 
negotiations began afresh between Ml 
Hay and Lord l'anncel"ote, which ha 
resulted in the, signature of n new 
treaty drawn with special reference to 
the objections made 'by Great Britain 

Prom a due sense of courtesy winch 
must be observed towards the United 
States senate, whore a treaty is co 
cerned, the state department is stopped 
from making public the text of the new 
convention, and thai will remain secret 
until the senate shall ibreak the seal of 
confidence. The principal point of dif- 
ference between the new and the failed 
treaty is the withdrawal of Great Brit- 
ain frem the joint guarantee of the 
neutrality of the canal, thus leaving the 
United States the sole guarantee. 

The spe'ion of the old provision re- 
specting the right to fortify the canal 
leaves thnt right by inference optional 
with the United Stntos. All commerce 
of whatever nationality passing through 
the canal will fare nlike. There will ibe 
no discrimination in rates of the United 
States shipping. Otherwise the new 
treaty in scope is similar to last year's 
treaty. It replace* technically the 
Clavton-Bulwer treaty concluded on 
April 19, 1850. By the terms of thnt 
old convention the United States and 
Great Britain agreed that neither should 
seek any advantage in the rights of tran- 
sit across the Isthmus. By the new con- 
vention Great Britain yields her right 
in favor ot the United States, which is 
thus at liberty to construct a canal.

INDIANS EXCITED. 

Say One of the Tribe Was Shot by 
White Hunter. 

Marinette Wis., Nov. IS. — It is learn- 
ed from Snpt. John Burke of the I'esh- 
tigo Lumber Co., that there is great ex- 
citement among the Indians on the. 
head waters of the Eagle river in the 
northern part of •Marinette county over 
the disappearance of one of the tribe, 
who lias been missing fon a week. 
Charles Kcshena, one of the best known 
Indians in that part of the country ap- 
peared at one of the Boshtigo company's 
camps Saturday and said that his broth- 
er Indians were greatly excited over the 
disappearance of one of their tribe, and 
claimed be was killed by white hunters, 
who shot him by mistake, taking him 
for a deer. 

'Hie Indians firmly believe lie was !;:!!- 
ed by a white man and are determined 
on vengeance. The name of the missing 
Indian is not known. The Indians tire 
of tho iMenomonee tribe, and have a 
small settlement on the Eagle river. 

Koshena's story created considerable 
alarm, and all tho white hunters in that 
locality are ibeing warned as rapidly ns 
possible. It is probable that there will 
im n general exodus ns soon as the ex- 
citement among the Indians shall be- 
come known. The Eagle river region 
is in the wilds and is one of the best 
deer hunting districts in Wisconsin.

assistance by tho time tho melting of iee 
and snow will permit the invasion of 
their isolated ropulblic.

Which Earns Salvage by Towing 
the Disabled Steamer to 
Esquimalt, 



Tho steija collier Victoria w-as towed 
into Esquimau harbor on 'Sunday night 
b\ the steamer San iMateo, which picked 
her UP over '600 miles to the south of 
Cape Flattery in a disabled condition; 
with her tail sliaft aud propels r gone. 
CBoth vessels were hound from San 
Francisco to L.adysuiith in ballast. Xhe 
Victoria left Wan Francisco on Wednes- 
day last, and was steaming about nine 
or'teu knots in a heavy sea— for a heavy 
southwest gale was blowing. iShe made 
good progress until Friday morning, 
when oil" Cape Blanco she lost her tail 
shaft, and her wheel dropped into .the 
sea. The racing of her engines as she 
went down iby the head when pitching 
in tho heavy sea wns nothing to the 
shaking she got from the racing engines 
'when the flap of the falling stem broke 
off her tail sliaft and left her nt the 
mercy of the winds and waves. The 
engines turned over with lightning rapid- 
ity, and it seamed as if they must be 
lifted from their beds ns they raced, and 
no man who has not seen the engines of 
a ihig stenmer running away 'when the 
resistance of the water or the lessor re- 
sistance of the air on the wheel, when, 
as is often the case, the plunge of a 
light steamers lifts her wheel out of wat- 
er, can imagine the scene in that engine 
room. The whole ship vibrates anil 
throbs and thus it was on the Victoria 
on Friday last when Chief Kngineer 
Terri! beard the shod;, and the swirl of 



severity. The "governor" .automatically 
shuts off steam and turns it on again 
in such instances, but the changes arc- 
so instantaneous, and the pressures so 
enormous that a tiny Haw. a light weak- 
ness, is fatal to the tail shaft, or shaft. 

Uuliko those men of the Guernsey, 
who shipped a now tail shaft and a new 
two-wheeled propeller in mid-l'acilio by 
shifting th»ir ballast so as to lift the 
steamer's stern out of water and worked 
from pkitfoi-ms strung over the ship's 
side, tho crew of the Victoria were un- 
able by . stress of weather to ship a new 
tail shaft ami wheel although they had 
a duplicate on hoard, the i?oard of 
Trade regulations compelling this. 

There was nothing for it 'but to hoist 
what canvas they could nnd wait until 
they were picked up, for they were in 
tho direct course of steamers. They 
got four knots an hour out of some 
sviuaro sails, distress signals wore hoist- 
ed, and tho whistle was kept going. 
Three hoars after this tho steamer San 
iMateo, of the Pacific Improvement 
company, a fellow -collier bound to the 
same port came up astern, and at 11:30 
a. in. on Friday was within hailing dis- 
tance. Capt. Casey, of tho Victoria, 
asked those on the San .Mateo if they 
would tako him in tow. They agreed, 
and then came the dangerous work of 
carrying a hawser to the San Mateo. 
Chief Olllcer La Hoggo and four of his 
men who volunteeredvfor the work hud 
a trying time. The San iMateo lay 6(1 
about half a* mile, and' n heavy sea 
was running, making the work of row- 
ing over to her in a small -boat most 
dangerous. Again and again it seemed 
to those on the steamers as .the email,

poraries towards any proposals •which 
may havo emanated from the Provincial 
government. Our reference is to the 
ibroad question of western development, 
in .which of course the local govern- 
ment must necessarily take some part, 
ibut which for its success will depend 
chiefly upon tho federal authorities. That 
attention is not given to tho Pacific 
Coast 'by which we mean all the portion 
of Canada lying west of the Rocky 
'Mountains, which its present importance 
and future possibilities demand. Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier has not as yet developed 
ii Western Policy'. And yet the time is 
ripe for it. If such a policy can the 
worked out in harmony with tho local 
government, so much the better, ibut if 
it becomes necessary for the Dominion 
authorities to go forward alone, their 
duty to do so remains tho same. Wo 
should bo sorry to insinuate that our 
Liberal contemporaries do not approciato 
the Importance of western development 
as fully ns wo do; but what we do say, 
aud .wo think with justice, is that they 
are 'backward in urging its importance 
upon their friends at Ottawa. 

1o advocate measures which will en- 
nblo British Columbia to nssumo its 
proper place in western progress is quite 
consistent with' the support of a party 
which has not yet seen its way clear 
to taking such a course. We can roadily 
understand that persons who may bo 
seeking patronage or .preferment will 
hesitate 'before they will -do anything to 
disturb tho lino of action which their 
friends in power may ibo following. Most 
of tho papers will support either one 
party or the other but it should not be 
loft to the opponents of a government to 
point out what public opinion and the 
welfare of tho country demand. While 
we havo party politics, we will have n 
party press, and papers will support their 
party in preference to its opponents, even 
though their friends may not come up 
to the full measure of what they think 
can Ibe reasonably asked of them, but 
this ought not to prevent the friends 
of an administration from frankly tell- 
ing it what the country requires, and wo 
hope to see tho Liberal papers Of I'rit- 
ish Columbia adopt this attitudo towards 
the Laurier government.

THE PRESS AND TILE BAR/TIES, 

•Some time ago our evening contem- 
porary speaking of itself, said that it dis- 
cussed public questions as independently 
as any paper could. Without assenting 
to or dissenting from this statement, we 
refer to it to draw attention to the fact 
that our contemporary admits there 
is a limit to its independence, nnd this 
is a confession which no newspaper 
need hesitate about makiug. Even the 
so-called independent papers could truth- 
fully make it. All papers are more or 
less hampered in the expression of opin- 
ions upon public questions for they all 
have their alliances, or if not, they all 
have their points of view, so that what 
they say must uf necessity havo a par- 
tisan or a personal .bias. The most that 
can be expected is that a paper will be 
«s independent as circumstances permit 
it to he. One of the circumstancesfcis 
tho fact that iu countries where free 
discussion is permitted, party politics 
exist, and a paper is ihetty sure to be 
on one side or another. Take the case 
of the (Montreal Star. This claimed to 
be an independent paper for years, but 
its leanings were so distinctly Conser- 
vative that when, shortly before the last 
federal election it declared itself for 
tho Conservative party, no ono was in 
the least surprised. Tho Toronto Globe 
affords a very good illustration of an 
independent party newspaper. The Globe 
is a staunch supporter of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, but it never hesitates to at- 
tempt to lead the government, instead 
of waiting to Ibe told what to say, and 
it reports what is said Iby the opponents 
of its party with absolute impartiality. 
In this respect the Globe is conspicuous 
among Eastern papers, for although 
most of them deal with their opponents 
fairly, they are disposed to he a little 
partial in their news reports to tlteir 
friends. The idea that a newspaper 
must on all occasions magnify its friends, 
and 'belittle its opponents, is rapidly be- 
ing exploded in most parts of tho coun- 
try. A prominent Canadian public man 
said not long ago that he preferred the 
independent criticism of an opponent to 
the unreasoning support of n friend for, 
lie said, "the former shows up the weak 
l>oints in my case, while the latter gives 
a false sense of security." If the inde- 
pendent criticism of an opponent is to 
bo welcomed, much more so should be 
the friendly criticism of a supporter. 

We have advanced these general views 
with a purpose. The opening of the fed- 
oral parliament is not far distnnt, anil 
once more there will bo a demand from 
the people of British Columbia for con- 
sideration. Will tho newspapers sup- 
porting tho government join in this de- 
mand'.' Prom past experience we are in- 
clined to think that they will not. Our 
evening paper, which thinks itself as 
independent as a newspaper can very 
well be, has hitherto failed, sinco its 
friends were in power, to work Very 
strenuously for provincial interests ex- 
cept iu one particular, namely, cabinet 
representation, and possibly its advocacy 
'if. this may not .be wholly disinterested. 
Oil tho questions of policy directly af- 
fecting this province our contemporary 
3ias not had much to say, wherein it 
is like the other journals supporting Sir 
Wilfrid (Laurier in this province. 

in making this observation we wish 
not to he understood as having in mind 
the attitude of* our Liberal contem-

MR, ANDREWS' LETTER 

■Mr. Alfred- J. Andrew, who was Mayor 
of Winnipeg has written an open letter 
to tho Leader of tho Opposition in the 
Dominion, which through his courtesy 
we are able to reproduce today. In one 
respect 'Mr. Andrews takes tho same 
position as the Colonist has assumed, 
namely that the Conservative party, If 
it hopes for success must have an riC- 
firmative policy and cense confining it- 
self to the worn-out issues of tho past. 
It will be hard for tho o'.der generation 
of Conservatives to accept advice of this 
kind, and it may be even harder for 
them to accept the new platform which 
Mr. Andrews suggests. A party which 
would accept it could hardly call itself 
"Conservative." Mr. Andrews would 
out-radical tho Radicals. 

•His proposed platform has three 
planks: The ownership of public utili- 
ties; the abolition of the spoils system 
and the adoption of the initiative and 
referendum. As everybody is in favor 
of tho second, and as no one will admit 
that ho practises the spoils system it 
is hardly necessary to say much about 
it. The ownership of public utilities 
wbon examined, amounts for the present 
to the extension of the Intercolonial 
Railway to Georgian Bay, and ultimate- 
ly further in the West. We fear that 
Mr. Andrews or Mr. Borden would find 
it dilllcult to persuade the present Min 
ister of Railways tlint they have any 
monopoly of this idea. Our impression 
is that that Minister would he very glad 
to hear that Mr. Borden and the Con- 
servative party are prepared to back up 
such a project. It is an open secret that 
Mr. Blair would liko nothing better 
than to extend the Intercolonial as far 
West as he could get it. As this part of 
tho proposed platform must he eliminat- 
ed, we are loft the acquisition of tele- 
phono, and telegraph lines in connec- 
tion with the Post Otllce and ultimately 
the purchase of all the railways. The 
acquisition of the telegraph lines has al- 
ready been nlbly advocated Iby Sir Sand- 
ford Fleming, who proposes that all the 
telegraph linos in the Empiro shall bo 
acquired by the Empire a proposal 
which we have already taken occasion to 
commend. As yet government owner- 
ship of telephones has not presented 
itself as a live question, ami wo doubt 
if at present it is of sufficient import- 
ance to be made one. As according to 
'Mr. Andrews, the purchase of existing 
railways is a matter yet in the future, 
it can hardly bo contended that it can 
be made into an available; platform 
now. 

There remain to bo considered tho Ini- 
tiative ami Referendum. -Mr. Andrews 
should havo .been more explicit and told 
us what he means by these terms. He 
seems to take it for granted that they 
have some fixed and definite meaning, 
which they have not. In Swizerland 
there is a plan whereby federal laws 
may ho submitted to popular vote, anil 
it is called the Referendum. We ore 
not aware if the ■Initiative is in force 
anywhere. What is understood iby it is 
that certain laws originate with the 
people, or with subordinate govern- 
ments. Wo had an example of some- 
thing like the Initiative in tho Prohibi- 
tion plebiscite, and au amendment to 
the Constitution of the United States 
must 'be agreed on by a Referendum be- 
fore it is valid. In Switzerland, where 
the referendum plan hns worked fairly 
well for about 30 years, it was adopted 
in order to decentralize legislative power. 
The several cantons were not content to 
surrender full legislative authority to a 
central hody. The condition's of Swit- 
zerland are so completely different from 
those existing in Canada, that when Mr. 
Andrews asks 'Mr. Borden to champion 
tho Initiative and Referendum be pro- 
poses only something very indefinite and 
completely foreign to the British system 
of representative institutions. 



It is with considerable satisfaction 
that the Colonist learns that the views 
expressed by leading English papers in 
regard to the Isthmian cannl are in ac- 
cordance with those already published 
hy the Colonist. We urged at some length 
that full commercial privileges wero all 
we could ask, .and that anything more 
would he of questionable value, just 
ns the exclusive control of the canal, 
although something which the Unitou 
Stntes would necessarily insist upon hav- 
iug is possibly more a source of weak- 
ness than of strength to that iiatrou. 



Tho Bostou Herald thinks that Port 
Angeles is to ho tho great depot of 
Asiatic trade, and it gives the follow- 
ing interesting information: 

Everything is waiting for tho event 
of the railrond, and a great boom is 
predicted when that shall bo realized. 
Tho combination of western hustle with 
Boston brains and Now York capital 
promise this consummation shortly. A 
line of railway to connect Port Angeles 
with Seattle with a train-ferry across 
tho straits to Victoria is to be built, 
say tho parties interested, within a year. 
Among the men who aro acting in this 
project and who are fully convinced of 
the- great possibilities of the infant sea 
port and metropolis, are several iiromi 
nent Boston men, whose record in the 
past has been identified with successful 
enterprises. 

There is not an argument in favor 
of Port Angeles ns a depot for the trado 
of tho United States, which does not 
apply with equal forco to Victoria as 
the depot of Canadian trade. 

The Duchess of Argyll has establish- 
ed a hospital nt her own expense at the 
Roscnath Inn. tho hosterly owned by the 
Duke on the Gureloch estate of the Argyll 
family, where she Is caring for invalided 
soldiers from the front. Nearly 100 men 
have been In the' hospital ut one time or 
another.

ASSAYEKS' EXAMINATIONS. 

Bight Candidates Hard at Work in Pro- 
vincial Assay Office. 

The examinations for efficiency in the 
practise of assaying began yesterday 
morning in the provincial assay office, 
under the direction of W. F. Robinson, 
provincial mineralogist, and II. Carini- 
chnei, provincial assayer. Eight candi- 
dates are undergoing examination, re- 
presenting various mining districts of 
the province. 

Those examinations are designed to 
show only that a candidate knows 
enough to .be thoroughly competent as 
a practical assayer, little stress being 
placed upon theory, but practical work 
being-inade'thexhief requirement, «o that 
no practical assayer who knows his 
work, but may have 'become a little 
"rusty" on his theory, need have' any 
trouble in passing such examination. 

.In [former examinations the subjects 
have been marked as follows: 

Paper on sampling and preparation of 
•ample for assay, 150 marks; paper on 
lry or furnace assaying, theory and 
practice, 150 [marks; paper on wet or 
chemical assaying, theory and practice, 
150 marks; practical determination of 
more common minerals, 50 marks; prac- 
tical assaying of pulp samples, both fire 
anil wet methods, 400 marks; manipula- 
tion, as showing a practical .knowledge 
of tiie work, 100 marks; total marks ob- 
tainable, 1,000. 

The examinations will be continued 
today and such further time as may be 
considered necessary.

SPEECH FROM THE THRONE. 
Gentlemen of the Senate: 
Gentlemen of the House of 'Commons: 

The recent visit of the heir-apparent 
to our -shores has afforded gratifying 
evidence of the devotion of our people 
to their throne. 

The census of 1001. the growth of 
trade during this fiscal year, and the 
wheat crop of the Canadian prairies af- 
ford satisfactory proof that this Domin- 
ion is destined to take a higher place 
among the countries of the world than 
lias yet been accorded it. 

It will be the earnest endeavor of my 
government to foster the trade and de- 
velop the resources of our country nnd 
strive to -promote the unity and well be- 
ing of that empire whereof Canada is 
an integral portion. 

Believing as we do that Che welfare 
of the whole Empire as inseparably 
hound up with the hearty co-operation 
of the 'great self-governing .peoples 
whereof it is composed.;) nd that a strong 
and efficient navv is needful to guard 
pur commerce, -uphold our national honor 
and protect the liberties of our people, 
we feel tli.it it is incumbent upon us tu 
make a substantial contribution to the 
maintenance of the Imperial nnvy. 
With a view to further secure the 



be obtained without creating a heavy 
burden upon the industry of the peo- 
ple. iWe propose to extend the govern- 
ment assistance to immigrants whose 
race, allegiance and personnl qualities 
will render them good Canadian citizens, 
capable of benefiting themselves and 
Canada by their industry. 

In order that the trade of our people 
may be freed from some of the trammels 
whereby it is now beset anil a sounder 
method of taxation may be gradually in- 
troduced without too great harshness to 
those who have acquired interests un- 
der the present fiscal system, you will 
hare measures laid before you dealing 
with the reduction of the tariff and the 
taxation of land. 

My government also desires to give 
the people of this country a more effec- 
tive voice in making laws by which they 
are governed and a scheme of electoral 
reform wiil be submitted to you. 

Other matters which I triist will 
claim your attention during this ses- 
sion of my parliament, include the re- 
form of educational methods, tin' bet- 
ter regulation of the liquor traffic and 
amendments of the laws now in [force 
which regulate the relations of employers 
nnd their workmen, together witli the 
enactment of such .other laws as you 
may deem necessary for the safety and 
well being of the community.

The estimates will ibe laid before you 
at an early date. The opening of par- 
liament wiil be open to visitors and all 
who desire to witness, the ceremony 
and listen to tin- subsequent debate will 
be cordially welcomed.

The despatch had reference to two 
shipments of Oregon nursery stock 
which arrived at Vancouver last week. 

According ;to Dominion regulations 
this stock was fumigated with hydrocy- 
anic acid gas, which is supposed to de- 
stroy jill '-breathing insects when /properly 
applied. 

The .provincial board of horticulture 
ban all along had serious doubts of the 
efficiency of -this treatment, for it was 
found in ; practtce that Ontario nursery 
stock, which was accompanied by cer- 
tificates -of [fumigation, was .badly in- 
fected with (the dreaded peach and 
plum borer, 'and had £o toe destroyed. It 
may (lie said that a remedy for the de- 
struction ■of the aiorers, which are now 
devastating Ontario orchards, has never 
been discovered, The board, therefore, 
maintains its quarantine regulations, 
which involve careful inspection of all 
nursery stock coining into this province, 
as well as the inspection of local nur- 
series. 

One consignment of Oregon tree* was 
duly inspected, and it was found that 
every tree of Italian prunes, as well as 
some Petites. were infected with the 
peaeh-lboier, and the shipment was 
promptly condemned. . 

These infected trees utc said to have 
iboen fumigated in Oregon. A certificate 
to this effect was transmitted to Mr. 
Cunningham by the growers; also the 
certificate of the Oregon horticultural in- 
spector, that the nurseries where these 
'trees were grown were free .from all in- 
sect pests and diseases. This certificate 
wi 1 lie in force till next May. 

That the trees -were duly .fumigated 
there can ibe no doubt. Mr. Cunning-

As very few of the streets In the su- 
burbs have the names put up. they would 
be much easier found, as the number would 
Indicate where fchev started.

W. for A'ictoria West.

Bear Sir: The writer presumes to ad- 
dress a few lines to you in the hope that 
at least they may provoke some useful 
discussion concerning the present (posi- 
tion occupied by the Liberal-Conserva- 
tive party and its programme for the 
future, nnd that such discussion may 
possibly load to the adoption 'by the .party 
of a vigorous campaign of constructive 
reform measures without which no [>"'•- 
ty can ever hope to obtain the confi- 
dence of the people nnd attain power, 
unless they are content to remain inac- 
tive till the party in power •shrill fall 
to pieces of its own corruption and de- 
cay. 

The suggestions herejn offered are ad- 
vanced with strong convictions of their 
soundness and with a firm lielief that 
thousands of patriotic Oanadinris who 
have been heretofore identified with both 
poliiical parties arc eagerly looking for 
tho reconstruction of the Bihornl-Con- 
servative pnrty on such 'broad lines, nnd 
witli such sound and advanced princi- 
ples as will justify on enthusiastic sup- 
port compatible with their duty as 
honest citizens. 

The measures offered for discussion 
are not intended as embracing every 
possible reform or as a panacea for every 
ill, but as a few definite aims at speci- 
fic resu'ts of great immediate and last- 
ing benefil to the country. 

These views, it is submitted, instead 
of being a departure .from the policy of 
the party iii the past, are a legitimate 
and natural growth . 

They have been considered socialistic, 
but it must be remembered that tlie 
same objection has been offered to nil 
great measures of reform -in the past. 

Before discussing iplans for the fu- 
ture, it might not he amiss to consider 
briefly our present attitude toward the 
Liberal party. 

•Some time ago the writer addressed to 
the Winnipeg Tribune a letter offering 
a prize of $100 to any one who would 
name any one fundamental difference in 
principle between the two great parties 
In Canada. The letter was, through the 
courtesy of the Canadian press, given 
a very wide circulation, and resulted in 
the receipt by the Tribune and tho 
writer, of very many answers, many of 
which were facetious nnd nraiost all 
candidly admitted that there was to- 
day practically no difference in policy 
between the parties. A few attempted 
seriously to anscrt that differences did 
exist, but thev wore fo- the most part 
expression 1 ; of the writers' preferences 
for one or the other party. One said: 
"The Biberala are false to true principles 
and th" Conservatives true to false (prin- 
ciples. " and other very interesting com- 
parisons were made, b&t no one has 
succeeded in demonstrating that there 
exists any real difference 'between the 
parties on any vital question. 

From the replies 1 received, nnd from 
the editorials and other comment, the 
subject has received, it will probably Hie 
admitted that both parties today are In 
accord on most public issues, if the Lib- 
erals are to he judged by their acts rath- 
er than their wonB. If this be tho case, 
is not tlie Liberal-Conservative party 
logically called upon to follow one of 
two courses? If they are in sympathy 
and accord with the government, to give 
them their support and go out of busi- 
ness as an opposition? Or, if not in ac- 
cord with that party, whose leader finds 
himself In the happy position of "a re- 
former without anything to reform," to 
bestir themselves and become what the 
Liberal-Conservative party has always 
c'niiiieil to be, "tlie real party of re- 
form"? 

It is useless for us to cry any long- 
er. "Stop thief! You have stolen our 
clothes." If they have misappropriat- 
ed the policy they so vehemently con- 
demned, their title has been quieted by 
the great court of appeals— the vote of 
tho people. 

It is just as futile to Inflate our chests, 
nnd talk in strident tones of the great- 
ness of the Liberal-Conservative party, 
its glorious past, its great men and whlrt 
they have achieved for our country. 
Wo have a just right to bo proud of Kle 
history of the Liberal-Conservative par- 
ty in many respects, tout this is not 
enough for' times like these. "Tho Old 
Man," 'Unfortunately, has gone to an 
honored grave." "The Old Flag" is ns 
much the flag of the Liberals as the 
Conservatives, and "The Old Party" 
must have new life and fresh vigor if 
it is to become again, tho controller of 
Canada's destinies. Wo must look for- 
ward, not: backwards. Is there need for 
a party opposed to the Ottawa govern- 
ment? Emphatically jros, The Liberals 
of today seem to have assimilated more 
easily and quickly the vices than tlie 
virtues of their predecessors. There is 
not one of the great political crimes thoy 
condemned in their opponents hut they 
have committed in a greater degree. 

Liberal-Conservatives who are sincere 
will admit that during their long term 
of oillce, some barnacles had grown on 
tlie ship of state, am] they were not 
really sorry to have the Liberals come 
in and have an opportunity of having a 
general cleaning up, but they have been 
sadly disappointed. Not one reform they 
promised lias been introduced, nor one 
pledge fulfilled. Now, what was it 
brought Sir John A. 'Mncdonnld into 
power in '78? It was the National 
policy. And what the Conservative par- 
ty today needs is to formulate a now 
national policy, one that will inspire 
new hope in our people, new confidence 
in its public men, in themselves, in our 
country and our destiny. 

Plank No. 1. Government ownership 
of all . great monopolies, 'govern- 
ment railways, government tele- 
graphs and telephones in con- 
nection wil'h the postal service. This 
cannot he done all at once, and it is not 
intended that t'he government, should im- 
mediately purchase all existing railroads, 
but what is suggested is that the railway 
already owned toy the people should be 
ex'eudod as far as possible into the in- 
terior of Canada, to Ontario, to Georgian 
Hay, and ultimately, further in tlie west, 
and toy so doing tho government could 
have an actual instead of a theoretical 
control of rates. Any government of 
ordinary nihility which honestly desired 
to solve the transportation question; 
could find means of making the railway 
serve the people instead of handing over 
tho people bound as slaves to the rail- 
way companies. 

By this plank it is intended that the 
ultimate aim should be the government 
ownership of all utilities, but to be 
brought about toy such gradual stages as 
should not on the one hand impair the 
finances of the country, or on the other 
treat with unnecessary harshness the 
shareholders in the companies brought 
into existence by the vote of the people's 
representatives in tho ipast. 

The old national policy aimed nt build- 
ing up our industries, our manufactories. 
This new national policy will not oulv 
sustain these industries but will develop 
our agricultural and other nnturnl re- 
sources to a degree hitherto undreamed 
of. 

Plank' No. 2. The necessary comple- 
ment of No. 1. The abolition of tho in- 
iquitous spoils system copied from the

worst age of American polities and the 
appointment of a civil service commission 
who would appoint by competitive ex- 
aminations and other tests of merit, in- 
stead of rewarding the perpetrators of 
political frauds and other party heelers. 

Plank i(. Direct legislation toy the in- 
itiative and referendum. One set of 
politicians are naturally about as hon- 
est or dishonest as another; they are 
generally a fair representation of the 
people who elect them. This plank aims 
at removing some temptations from their 
path. If legislators knew when they 
voted lflrse subsidies to corporations and 
passed unrair franchise acts, etc., that 
by putting the proper machinery in mo- 
tion the electors could compel them to 
submit the measure to the 'people, they 
would pause and then, decide not to pass 
the act, in many instances. 

This system of giving the people real 
control of their own affairs instead of a 
few people at Ottawa, is not well under- 
stood, but if it became a live issue by 
being adopted by the Liberal-Conserva- 
tive party, it would be studied, under 
stood and approved. 

You are tlie leader of a great party, 
and mi you rests a grave responsibility, 
for so long ns you have the confidence 
of your fo.loweis, the people of Canada 
must look to you to rescue t'aeiu from 
their present difficulties and from the 
happy family of reformers, who, finding 
themselves out of a job, verily have 
turned apparently to one who "iinds 
some mischief still for idle hands to do.'" 

One .good feature about the above 
platform is that no dishonest thief will 
attempt to steal it, for obvious reasons.

No fat jol« for 
perjurers, bribers and porsouators under 
civil service commission and no legis- 
lative robbery on a large scale when the 
people can veto the measure through 
the referendum. 

The Liberal-Conservative party has 
been the constructive reform pnrty of 
tho past; let it hastily seize the oppor- 
tunity and be the party of progress now. 

If you are to be prime minister after 
lhe next general election, now is the. time 
to get your party together in convenaion 
and adopt n new platform. Give the 
people something to hope for, something 
to work for, something to vote for in the 
future. 

Only great issues can arouse sufficient 
interest in the peop'.e to counteract the 
stupendous influence of a corrupt gov- 
ernment backed up by the power of cor- 
porations, who, owing their very exist- 
ence to parliament, have been nursed 
through infancy upon the public reven- 
ues, and now fatten upon the life-blood 
of tho country's industries. 

If you do but have courage to advo- 
cate these not new but sound principles, 
you will be surprised bow gladly they 
will be welcomed by the great mass of 
people.
